eimple. No cotton was produced at that 
time, but becanse congress was con- 
vinced that it could he frown at home it 
provided for a duly to take effect ceven- 
teen months after the passage of the 
law, thus assuring those who contem- 
plated cotton growing that their new 
enterprise would be encouraged and pro- 
tected as £oon aa it took root. 


By no possible construction can this 


cotton tsriir be construed as one for rev- 
enue. If revenue were even its eecon 
ary object, ite authors would have hs 
it take effect immediately, eo sore was 
their need of money to meet govern 
mental liabilities and expenses, instea 
of forbidding its enforcement for a yei 
and a half. Even to its minutest detai 
this cotton duty levied by the men wu 
framed the constitution and siened b 
George Washington, agrtca exactly wit 
the McKinley tin plate duty.

Democrats are trying lurd just now to

a Footpad. 


HIS DEATH WAS ISSTAHTiXEOUS 


Bobbery Was the Motive—So Clue 


Yet to the Perpetritor. 


The Inquest. 


Albert Lee, a ranch hand, was mur- 


dered by a foot pad or £oot pada early 
yesterday morning. His lilelem body 
TOB found at 5.30 o'clock by the driver 
of a batcher wagon ou L street, about 
thirtyjfeet fiouth of Mono. 


The driver vns. making bin 


morning delivery when he espied the 
man lyiiin in the street. Be called lo 
him, but receiving no answer jumped 
from the wagon and walkn.l up to the 
body. A glance was sufficient to tell 
him that the man was dead. The driver 
aroused a few neighbors to watch tho 
body and then notified Deputy Coroner 
Stephens. 


Mr. Stephens had the man taken to 


the morgue, and then searched the im- 
mediate vicinity of the place where the 
body was found for clues that might in- 
dicate how he came to his desth. Lee 
had only ono wound and that was ou the 
face, extending from the jawbone on tbe 
right side of the face, and about an inch 
from the corner of the mouth upward to 
where the noie joins the forehead. 


Several persons who bad seen the 


body were inclined to think the man had

Portions of two uaila are in the 
stick ami the authorities came to too 
conclusion ii had been torn from aome 
fence. 


A more thorough search by officers in 


the neighborhood of tbo scene of the 
murder proved this to be the caae, for it 
was diacovered that tbe stick bad been 
torn from the L street portion of a 
fence enclosing the dwelling of Mrs. 
Volkner, a dreamaker Jiviag ou tbe cor- 
ner of layoand L streets. The portions

This waa caused 
by the tongue of the picket. Judging 
from the unwieldineaa of tue piece of 
wood and the nature of the wound the 
murderer must have uaed both hands in 
wielding the weapon. 


Another evidence of foul play was the 


condition of Lee's troneerg, the right 
pocket of which bad been completely 
turned out. This waa done probably 
after Lee fell. The terrific blow must 
hove felled him like an ox that is beiun 
slaughtered and he Bank to tbe ground 
where be etond without a struggle. His 
left leg wae quite straight, but bio right 
waa doubled up under htm, which posi- 
tion made it harder to get at his pocket. 
Hie assailant, probably desiring to lose 
no time, caught hold of the pocket and 
tore it open, in fact, be ripped the man's 
trousers almost half way down the leg. 
AH tbat could be found on his person 
upon being searched at tbe morgue was 
was a razor enclosed in a case, ou which 
the initials H.M. had been scratched, a 
pair of eye glasses and a pipe.

After viewing the remains they wore or- 
dered to appear again on Friday after- 
noon and then dismissed. 


The ioqueat was postponed to give the

l'6e was seen by a number of people in 


this city daring the flay, McSbrylly 
being in his company until 6 o'clock in 
the evening. Lee then went into a bar- 
ber shop to get his razor sharpened and 
that was the Inst McSbrylly said he saw 
of him. Curing tue day Lee bought a 
hat for $1 50 at Hermann's and a sec- 
ond-hand overcoat for $3 on I street, 
near Fresno, lie was about town all 
day and is said to havo been seen at 
Degen's whero he played a few games of 
cards and spent a dollar or so. It is also 
stated he attended tho Salvation array 
Bervlco at their headquarters and had 
some trouble there, and others say ho 
had a qnarrpl with a man who threat- 
ened to kill him. Lee had about $25 
when he came to town, and not a cent of 
this was found upoa him when his 
clothes wera searched by tbe deputy 
coroner. McShrylly eays he does not 
[ 


know where Lee spent the night. 
'. From the appearance of "the body 
"where found Lee mnet have been mur- 
dered about 2 o'clock. The theory that 
ho waa run over is not tenable in view 
of the evidence. A wagon whose whoel 
would make no broader mark than tbat 
on Leo's face could have hardly caused 
his death, even if heavily laden, Be* 
sidefl, the wound was clean and entirely 
froo from sand, which wonld have not 
been tho case had a wheel caused it. 
The finding of the fence picket with 
blood and skin on it entirely disposes of 
the theory that Lee was run over, how- 
ever, 


Lee was an Odd Fellow and about 48 


years old. The inquest on his body will 
be held this afternoon at 1 o'clock by 
Coroner Brown.
